1978 where a matter of substance has 
been discussed during the interview by checking the appropriate boxes and filling in the blanks in neat handwritten form using a ball point pen. Discussions regarding 
only procedural matters, directed solely to restriction requirements for which interview recordation is othenwise provided for in Section 812.01. of the Manual of Patent 
Examining Procedure, pointing out typographical errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, or resulting in an examiner's amendment that fully sets forth 
the agreement are excluded from the interview recordation procedures below. 

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the "Contents" list on ttie file 
wrapper In a personal interview, the duplicate copy of the Fomi is removed and given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of .the Interview, in the ; 
case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address either with or prior to the next official communication.

-The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview 

-Names of ottier Patent and Trademark Office personnel present. 

The Form also contains a statement reminding the applicant of his responsibility to record the substance of the interview. 

II is desireable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his obligation to record the substance of the interview in each case unless both applicant and 
examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, or when it is adequately recorded on the • 
Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check a box at the bottom of the Form informing the applicant that he need not supplement the Fomi by 
submitting a separate record of the substance of the interview.

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an inten^lew « the record is not complete or accurate the exarninei- will give the 
applicant one month from the date of the notifying tetter to complete the reply and thereby avoid abandonment of the application (37 CFR 1 :135(c) ). 

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

Applicant's summary of what took place at the interview should.be carefully checked to determine the accuracy of .any argument or statemenrattributed to the 
exanSner during the interview If there is an inaccuracy and it bears directly on the question of patentability, it should be pointed out in the next Offtc» tetter. If the 
claims are altowabte for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth his or her version of the statement attnbuted o him. If the record is 
complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication "Inten/iew record OIC on the paper recording the substance of the interview along with the dale and 
the examiner's initials.
